TUc electoral cotleKC Id bock In the news, 
«ooner than usual. Normallj' the preas can 
escape explaining how the thing works ex- 

cept-in prcaldentisl election ycaM.<But-[he 

aenatc haa crosacd everybody up by approv- 
ing a conalllutlonal amendment to chatiga 
the system. 

In this country wo don't vote for President 
directly. Wc cast our ballotji lor so-called 
~ electors who then arc aup^oicd to choose the 
chief executive. A state's total electors are 
determined by adding up Its representation 
In house and senate. New York, for example, 
- - -has -43_liomiE_inembcra and tw o senator s, 
hence 47 cleclora. 

When the eystcm was first created the elec- 
tors exercised a. real choice. But for many 
decades now they have with few exceptions' 
followed the popular vote In ttielr states, 
casting their entire vote for the top candl- 

■ — -date.- -, ; 

To Illustrate, If a state has 10. electors and 
President Truman leads In the popular bal- 
- lotlng he gets all 10 voles, even Uiough ho 
may beat his nearest opponent by & single 
tally. Because of thLi feature, a candidate 
can gain a necessary majority of electoral 
votes while getting only a minority In the 
popular returns. 

Agitation for. chango haa been going on & 
Jong time. Led by Senator Lodge,' Moasachu- ' 
lottA Republican, the aenato finally acted. It 
spproved an amendment that would simply 
apportion a state's electoral vot« In accord 
with the distribution of tho.pojJUlar vote. 
Bhould thQ chango become effective, a candi- 
date then would 'need virtually 100 per cent 
_ -Of the popular voto to capture all of a state's 
electoral vote. 
Senator Taft of Ohio sparked the oppo- 
__i«ltlfin_to. the ehpnge. For pnfi,thUig, he fenw iL 
a minority candidate might have a better 
chance than ever If two major nominees 
should balance each other too evenly. The 
_ -Proponents, met _that obJectlon-by-modUylnff-

at least 40 per cent of the total electoral vote.
